a cloſer examination, not only loſe all 


their turpitude, but change our abhor- 


rence of the author into reſpect and ad- 


miration. For this reaſon thole , who 
ſtand at the helm of affairs, are ſure to 


incur the, cenſure of the publick: the 
lecrecy which the politician is obliged 


to obſerve, the nun:ber of minute, cir-

the danger of fruſtrating all his deſigns, 


by their being diſcovered before they are 


brought to matutity, make him wrap 
up the motives to his actions in the 


darkeſt obſcutity: while we, jealous ot 


our liberties, and judging, only by ap- 
pearaners, too raſhly throw about our 


cenſures, and perhaps clothe with igno- 


miny thoſe very proceedings, which, if 


vr were better acquainted with, would 
raiſe in our minds the bisheſt regard for 


him we condemn,

Never, ſure, was any man's character 
painted in fuch oppoſite lights as the 
Earl of Orford's; on the one hand, he 
has been repreſented as equally à friend 
to his prince and his country; on the 
other, as a ſycophant to his prince and 
a robber of his country: on the one 
hand, as a man of an honeſt, generous 
heart; and on the other, as a wretch 
Who had raiſed his greatneſs on his 
country's ruin; and who by his addreſs 
had raiſed a fortune; from low begin. 
nings, ſufficient to glut the moſt 'rapa- 
cioùs mind. Theſe charges have been 
often repeated, and urged” with all the 
virulence of a party ſpirit chiefly” by 
thoſe men, who after appropriating to 
_ themſelves the title of patriots, no ſoon- 
er found means to exclude him from the 
management of publick affairs, than 
they followed his ſteps, and even carried 
the meaſures they had ſo often and pub- 
lickly cenſured, to far greater lengths. 
What then could the people think of

guardians of their liberties. But what 


muſt they think, vhen they find that 
this great man, Who,, they have been 
dg: bad amaſs d a fortune not inferi- 
r 49; that of the greateſt prince in 
Europe, died in circumſtances inferior 
to many of. our trade ſmen? That he 
h had, cailed ſo many families, had, 
n a great meaſure, veglected his own: ? 
That after twenty years Flote application 
to the Buſineis of A nation. With all the 
opportunities for acquiring an immenſe 
5 he. ſhould be able to Jeave a 
daughter fc for. whom. he had the rend creſt 
alfection, mo more than, he himſelf fe- 
ceived from. her mother, This indeed 
is aſtoniſhing; .; and. We. may venture to 
affirm, that this proof of his modeka- 
tion, wall fill the children of thoſe who 
now treat ci memoty with. contempr,

| Nay, the evidence begins to grow, ſo 
ſtrong in is favour, that his greateſt

and to confeſs that he Was diſtinguiſh'd 
by many ſhining virtues. the author of 
the V eftminſter Journal, who it muſt 
be allowed, is far from being diſpoſed | 

7 to pay unneceſſary honours to the me- 
mory of the Earl of Orford, is ſtruck 
with the luſtre of | part of his character, 
and like a man of true integrity, has 
done him the juſtice to give him thoſe 
praiſes which he thought his due: & Ne- 

- "vet did any man, ſays be, profeſs 
* more zeal for the Britiſh conſtitu- 
* tion, for the proteſtant ſucceſſion in 
the illuſtrious houſe of Hanover, for 
the preſervation of our liberties civil 
and religious, than the late E. of Orford, 
from his firſt appearing in the houſe 
of commons: and this too, at a time 
when he was far from having an am- 
ple fortune, a fortune to raiſe him 
above dependance, or ſupport him 
** againſt the temprations of men in 


i power, 
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„ power. And again, Upon the 
4 whole, that he was a tender parent, a 
kind maſter, a beneficent patron, a 
« firm friend, an amiable companion, 
c axe points that have been, ſeldom diſ- 
% puted when Sir Robert Walpale,.. or 
« the E. of Orford has been mentioned. 
Wbat a ſine panegyrick is this from an 
enemy! but he ſeems to darken all his 
virtues, by making him the. introducer 
of publick corruption. Bur alas! who-' 
ever reads the annals of Great. Britain, 
vill find that corruption has exiſted in 
every age. And perhaps when he re- 
flects on the narrowneſs of this great 
man's fortune at his deceaſe, he will 
think him leſs guilty: for what private 


vie vs could he have in corrupting others, 


when he himſelf had ſo great a diſregard 
to wealth, as to let every opportunity 
lip. of enriching himſelf? ſure nothing 
can be more improbable, nothing more 


inconſiſtent with the reſt of his cha- 
racter.
